MRC  DECISIONS 

The  Faculty  Research  Office  reports  that  individual 
results  of  the  September,  November,  and  December 
1992  grants  and  awards  competitions  will  be  sent 
directly  to  investigators  after  April  12.  Results  of  the 
October  1992  competitions  will  be  announced  at  the 
end  of  June. 

While  individual  results  are  not  yet  available,  success 
rates  have  been  reported.  For  the  new  grants  compe¬ 
tition,  the  success  rate  is  26%  overall,  with  new 
faculty  experiencing  a  35%  success  rate.  In  addition, 
all  equipment  requested  as  part  of  applications  from 
new  faculty  was  approved. 

The  success  rate  for  renewals  is  65%.  A  further 
17%,  who  rated  well  but  could  not  be  supported  due 
to  funding  limitations,  were  provided  with  terminal 
funding  which,  on  average,  is  over  50%  of  the  previ¬ 
ous  year’s  support. 

MRC  budget  remains  at  its  1992  level,  $232.5  mil¬ 
lion.  It  is  expected  to  remain  frozen  for  three  years. 
The  budget  does  not  include  $16.5  million  for  the 
networks  of  Centres  of  Excellence  or  $2.4  million  for 
the  Canadian  Genome  Analysis  and  Technology 
Program:  both  are  unaffected  by  the  freeze. 

1993  GAIRDNER  AWARDS  ANNOUNCED 
The  1993  Gairdner  Foundation  International  Awards 
were  recently  announced.  The  five  winners  are  all 
from  the  United  States  and  will  each  receive 
$30,000.  They  are: 

Mario  Capecchi  (University  of  Utah)  and  Oliver 
Smithies  (The  University  of  North  Carolina  at  Chapel 
Hill)  for  their  independent  creation  of  a  technique  of 
gene  targeting. 

Alvan  R.  Feinstein  (Yale  University)  for  his  contribu¬ 
tions  to  clinical  epidemiology. 

Stanley  B.  Prusiner  (University  of  California,  San 
Francisco)  is  recognized  for  contributions  to  our 
understanding  of  brain  degeneration  caused  by  pri¬ 
ons. 

Michel  M.  Ter-Pogossian  (Washington  University,  St. 
Louis)  is  recognized  for  the  development  of  the  posi¬ 
tron  emission  tomographic  camera. 

The  1993  Gairdner  lectures  will  take  place  on  Thurs¬ 
day,  October  21  and  Friday,  October  22. 
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RESULTS  OF  SECOND  CIMS  MATCH  ANNOUNCED 
The  results  of  the  second  CIMS  match  were  made 
available  on  Wednesday  March  24.  After  the  first 
match,  announced  on  March  8,  96  Canadian  fourth 
year  medical  students  were  unmatched  with  65  un¬ 
filled  PGY1  positions.  Nineteen  University  of  Toronto 
students  were  not  offered  positions  in  the  first  match. 
The  situation  changed  dramatically  with  the  second 
attempt  to  match  students  and  unfilled  positions. 
Now,  only  five  medical  students  are  without  PGY1 
positions  in  Canada  -  four  in  Ontario  and  one  at  the 
University  of  Toronto.  Of  the  1  9  unmatched  students 
at  the  University  of  Toronto  after  the  first  match,  two 
obtained  Department  of  National  Defence  positions, 
one  received  a  Family  and  Community  Medicine  F*GY1 
position,  four  accepted  PGY1  positions  in  the  United 
States,  and  eleven  were  successful  in  the  second 
CIMS  match.  Nationwide,  21  PGY1  positions  remain 
unfilled  with  four  of  these  in  Toronto  -  two  in 
Community  Medicine  and  two  in  Anatomical  Patholo¬ 
gy.  These  specialties  traditionally  fill  their  slots  with 
physicians  in  practice  and  not  with  new  graduates. 


UPDATE  ON  STRATEGIC  PLANNING 
A  strategic  planning  retreat  will  be  held  on  Monday, 
March  29,  at  the  Hilton  Hotel  from  8:30  a.m.  to  5:00 
p.m.  Approximately  100  people  have  been  invited  to 
participate  including  department  chairs  (32),  Faculty 
Council  representatives  (26),  non-academic  staff  (5), 
students  (6),  deans  (6),  as  well  as  representatives 
from  alumni,  Simcoe  Hall,  and  others.  There  will  be 
small  group  breakout  sessions  on  various  topics 
including  our  Faculty's  mission,  education,  research, 
fiscal  and  equity  issues.
